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CAUGHT AFTER EIGHT YEARS. 


KISHINEFE PETITION 
WILL BE FORWARDED 


Russian Intimations Have Not 
Changed President’s Attitude. 


Delay Has Been Due Solely to Tardiness 
of Petitioners in Furnishing Address 


to the State Department. 


WASHINGTON, July 1.—The State De- 
partment, in an authorized statement made 
public to-night, made it clear that the de- 
lay in forwarding the petition of the B'nai 
B'rith on the*subject of the Kishineff out- 
rages to the Russian Goyernment was not 
due to the statements, official and other- 
wise, from Russian sources that the petition 
would not be received. 

The delay in the transmittal of the ad- 
dress has been due solely to the fact that 
the petitioners have been tardy in furnish- 
ing the address to the department. The 


statement made public by the State De- 


partment is as follows: 

“At the State Department it was stated 
by a high official, in the absence of Secre- 
tary Hay, that the delay in forwarding the 
petition ef the American~citizens of the 
Jewish faith as to the ill-treatment of their 
coreligionists in Russia was solely due to 
the delay in furnishing the address to the 
State Department by the petitioners. 

“The State Department would, of course, 
pay no heed to any statement purporting to 
emanate from the Russian Government un- 
less such statement were made officially 
in some form or other to our own Govern- 
ment.. The State. Department has been 
scrupulously careful to act only in accord- 
ance with all the requirements of official 
propriety, but within the Itmits thus laid 
down it will most certainly not hesitate to 
give expression to the deep sympathy felt 
not only by the Administration, but by all 
the American people for the unfortunate 
Jews who have been the victims in the 
recent appalling massacres and outrages,’ 

In speaking of the manner in which Rus- 
sia has served notice of her intentions not 
to receive the petition, an official of the 
State Department, who disclaimed any pur- 
pose to speak in his official capacity, point- 
ed out that it seemed somewhat strange, 
to say the least, that the Russian Gov- 
ernment should choose this particular 
method of making a statement to the Amer- 
ican peeple at the véry time when by meth- 
ods which are certainly. the’ reverse of 
friendly to the United States, it has sought 
to make China join in breaking the plight- 
ed faith of all the powers as to the open 
door tn Manchuria, and has endeavored to 
bar our people from access to the Manh- 
churian trade. 

The statement came to-night from the 
Russian Embassy that the Russian Govern- 
ment will categorically refuse to receive 
from any power any petitions, -epresenta- 
tidns, or communications relative to its 
internal affairs. 

The statement doubtless is m&de public 


at this time as Count Cass about to 
leave the United Statws!for Bt res 
He had arranged te leave. here some ‘ 


ago, but it is understood his departura wak 
delayed by direction from 8t. Petersburg, 
and, in anticipation that his services might 
be needed at Washington in connection 
with the popular feeling in this country 
over the massacre of the Jews at Kishineff. 

While there has been no official commu- 
nication between Count Cassini and Mr. 
Hay or between the Russian Foreign Of- 
fice and our Ambassador at St. Petersburg 
in regard to she massacre, there have been 
personal conferenees between Mr. Hay and 
Count Cassini on that subject. This method 
of exchanging views is not unusual, and 
especially in advance of anticipated offi- 
celal exchanges, and when it is not desired 
to give the questions discussed an official 
character. But, notwithstanding the posi- 
tive denial that no official communication 
has béen made to or received from Russia, 
there is not the slightest doubt as te’ the 
fact that Count Cassini and Secretary. Hay 
have conferre2- about the Kishineff incident 
and that Count Cassini was verbally in- 
formed of the attitude 6f the United States 


in regard to the massacre, and also:that it: 


was the intention of this Government to 
send to the Russian Foreign Office the peti- 
tion of the B'nai B'rith urging an effort on 
the ‘part of the Russian Government to 
ameliorate the condition of the Jews and 
to protect them from future outrages. 


It is highly probable, however, that, fol- | 


lowing the practice in former cases analo- 
gous to the Kishineff massacre, the Rus- 
sian Government will decline to formally 
receive any communication relative to its 
internal affairs. But the notification does 
not necessarily preclude our Ambassador at 
St. Petersburg from making known to, the 
Russian Foreign Office the popular feeling 
in the United States in regard to the Kishi- 
neff massacre and the views of this Goy- 
ernment on that deplorable event, This 
can be done in the same manner and by the 
same methods adopted~by Count Cassini in 
his personal communications with Mr. Hay.

JUDGE PARKER IN ATLANTA. 


Meets Legislators and Is Greeted as 
“Our Next President "—Guest of 
Bar Association.

ATLANTA, July 1.—Judge Alton B. Park- 
er’s reception at the State Capitol to-day 
was an ovation.

Trolley Lines Blocked for Over Two 
Hours—Two Firemen Severely - 
Shocked by Electricity. 

Fulty $75,000 damage .was caused by 4 
fire which gutted the three upper stories 
of the eight-story whitestone-front build- 
ing at 473 and 475 Broadway, near Broome 
Street, last hight. The building is octcu- 
pied.wholly by wholesale dry and fancy 
goods dealers, and the preseriée on the 
three burned floors of large quantities of 
light-and flimsy goods made the fire a very 

difficult one to fight. 

Broadway was entirely blocked between 
Grand and Broome Streety for more than 
two hours, and long lines of trolley cars 
were stalléd’ on either side of the scene of 
trouble. -The Grand street horse car line 
was also blocked for.a while. 

Several firemen were cut by broken glass, 
and Acting Chief King of the Second Bat- 
talion and others were slightly overcome 
by smoke, while Firemen Reddin and Daly 
of Engine 31, while holding the nozzle of 
their hose against the flames on the sixth 
floor, sustained a severe electric shock, a 
circuit being established, it is supposed, 
from ‘some bare feed wire through the 
column of water to the wet nozzle. They 
recovered after resting a while.

When 
the flames burst out on the Mercer Street 
side of the seventh and eighth stories, the 
firemen of Engine 9 took a hose to the roof 
of the six-story building at No. 49, opposite.

Plans for the gigantic improvemerit of the 
vicinity of City Hall Park, to be carried 
out by the city at an ultimate expense of 
approximately $50,000,000, in order that the 
various city departments, courts, and offi- 
eials may be properly housed, and that the 
aridge terminal and rapid transit terminal 
cilities may be of the best, were pre- 
sented to the Boatd of Bstimate and Ap- 
portionment yesterday by Bridge Commis- 
sioner Gustav Lindenthal. 

The plans look to an immediate appro- 
priation aggregating $9,026,825 for a great 
city department building and railroad sta- 
don on the triangle between Tryon Row, 
Chambers Street, Park Row, and Centre 
Street. Of this amount, $4,580,000 is the 
estimated cost of the land to be acquired, 
and $4,445,825 is the estimated cost of ‘the 
buildings.

as the designing architect and George B. 
Post as the consulting architect. Their 
plans and drawings were lald before the 
Board of Estimate yesterday, and the de- 
ails explained by Commissioner Linden- 
ihal. 

It was made clear that the development 
“#f the north side of Chambers Street, which 
includes the erection of an administration 
building on the site of the present Stewart 
Building, and the placing of the new Court 
House between this proposed building and 
the new Hall of Records, is not contem- 
plated as an immediate work, any more 
than is the removal of the Post Office to 
make way for the extension of City Hall 
Park to its old limit at Ann Street. 

It is deemed best, when the expenditure 
xf millions is proposed, however, that the 
expenditure be considered as a part of a 
general plan, complete in all its details, so 
that the expenditure shall not be nullified 
in part by any later developments, Thus 
it is that the $50,000,000 plan is presented 
at a time when less than $10,000,000 is 
needed for the first and most important 
step in the general scheme. 

Under the general proposition the City 
Hall Park will be eleared of every butld- 
ing except the City Hall itself, which will 
be used by the Mayor alone ag an office, 
the rest of the building to be employed for 
museum purposes. The park will be ex- 
tended to Ann Street on the south, while 
across Chambers Street on the north it is 
planned to construct an elaborate granite 
stairway and portico. 

At the bridge terminal, for the use of 
city offices, it is proposed to construct a 
Campanile rising forty-five stories in 
height, and to dwarf such structures as the 
present Park Row Building. Commissioner 
Lindenthal suggests that the general 
acheme, if carried out in its entirety, will 
create a square larger and far more art- 
istic than Trafalgar Square, in London; the 
Place de la Concorde, in Paris; the Schloss- 
platz, in Berlin, or the Rathhaus Platz, in 
Vienna. 

The Commissioner explained to the board 
that the general scheme outlined was not 
within the instructions given by Mayor 
Low and the Board of Estimate on March 
27, but that he deems it well to outline 
such a general plan in connection with the 
immediate work of the bridge terminal, 
s0 that consideration can be given to the 
general situation at the same time. 

For the terminal station proper the Com- 
missioner déclares that an adequate solu- 
tion of the plans for the Brooklyn Bridge 
must include: 


(1). The station for the elevated tratns overt the 
srooklyn Bridge. 

(2) The City Hall station of the Manhattan 
Blevated Railroad, which overlaps the present 
bridge terminal, and a@ remodeling of same for 
Ihird Avenve,and Second Avenue trains, 

(3) Also a connection With the station of the 
subway coming from Elm Street and going into 
City Hall Park. 

(4) Also connections to the proposed subway 
coming from Centre Street and going down Will- 
am Street, 

(5) Connections to the proposed subway com- 
ing from Park Row, diving under William Street 
and going down Nassau Street. 

(6) A station for the new Manhattan Bridge— 
elevated tracks forming a loop with the elevated 
tracks back to Brooklyn over the Brooklyn 


Bridge. 

(7) It likewise includes a rearrangement of the 
gurface tracks in front of the Brooklyn Bridge 
to make the tracks safer to the public, 

(8) Additional loops (ten in all) for the surface 
ears from Brooklyn, 

(9) A more convenient road connection for 
wagons coming from bridge and turning into 
William Street, 

(10) An areade from Chambers Street to the 
entrance of Brooklyn Bridge, from which arcade 
the stairways to and from the different stations 
named can be reached, 

(il) A broad stairway approach and viaduct 
from City Hall Park, crossi Park Row, to the 
first station level, from which again stairw 
lead up to the second station level, and also 
down to the street level between the Brooklyn 
surface cars. ‘i 

“¥rom this point in New York—in front 
of the, Brooklyn Bridge—less than an acre 
in area, radiate, as from a hub, railroad 
lines. in all directiors, which carry about 
160,000,000 passengers per annum,” says 
the report. “When the presently planned 
transportation lines are completed, about 
another 150,000,000 passengers will have to 
be accommodated,

WANTS GAS PIPE INSPECTORS. 


Superintendent of Buildings Thompson 
Asks President Cantor to Aid Him. 


Borough ‘President Cantor received yes- 
terday a Idng communication from Superin- 
tendent of Buildings Thompson, in which 
he recalls a conference with Mr. Cantor 
with reference to forming a division in 
his bureau for the inspection of gas pipes. 
He says he has decided that it would be: 
for the best interests of the city to make 
changes in the building code to this effect. 

He suggests that permits for the laying 
and installdtion of gas pipes in all buildings 
be issued by the Building Department, and 
only to regularly licensed plumbers, and 
that rules be made that will require the 
best quality of standard wrought iron pipe 


of a diameter from % of an inch to 4 inches. 
It is also suggested that after all piping is 
fitted the plumber in the presence of 
an Inspector from the Building Department 
must make a test with air to a pressure 
equal to a column of mercury 6 inches in 
height, and the same to stand for five 
minutes ,and that only a mercury gauge 
shall be used. 

It is further suggested that no meter shall 
be set by any gas company until a certifi- 
cate is filed with them from the Building 
Department certifying. thatthe gas qo 
and fixtures comply in all respects with the 
department rules. 

inally Mr. Thompson says: “As you 
are aware it has not been the custom of 
this department to make inspections of this 
kind in the past, the inspections having 
been made by the gas companies who con- 
sidered themselves responsible. The in- 
spections made by the gas companies are 
not satisfactory to this bureau, and I be- 
lieve these rules should have been adopted 
long ago.”’ 

Mr. Thompson then says that to carry 
out his scheme it would be necessary to add 
ten additional Inspectors to his staff, and 
asks Mr. Cantor to seek the assistance of 
the Board of Estimate in obtaining the 
necessary funds.

Last of Big Raid Prisoners Have to be 
Freed, and District Attorney Prom- 
‘ses an Investigation, 


The eight men held as principals after In- 
spector Smith's ‘big raid on “The” Allen's 
no other alleged poolrooms last week, in 
which nearly 600 prisoners were taken, were 
discharged by. Magistrate Flammer in the 
Centre Stfeet Police Court yesterday after 
the witnesses who appeared in court to tes- 
tify against them had yanished.

“It is my unpleasant duty to report the 
sudden disappearance of certain witnesses 
who were here to appear against these 
eight men charged with maintaining pool- 
rooms. They were here.when court opened 
this morning, occupying seats among the 
spectators, but the moment they were 
wanted they had vanished—evaporated, as 
it were. 

“‘I consider this a psychic phenomenon, 
not very difficult to explain, but I am not 
here either to make charges or cast as- 
persions at this time. After a careful in- 
vestigation, which will be started right 
away, I may be in a position to lay specific 
charges before the court. I think I.under- 
Stand why these witnesses walked away 
when they were wanted, but I do not.care 
to say anything further now. It is not the 
first thme witnesses have been spirited 
away or muzzled at the very doors of these 
courts. It is an evil which I think it is 
high time to stop." 

Magistrate Flammer asked if the District 
Attorney thought he would be in a posi- 
tion to find his witnesses or could furnish 
others. When Mr, Jerome said he did not 
know, Mark Alter, who appeared as coun- 
sel for the prisoners, inmsisted-that they be 
discharged.

PEDDLERS PUNISHED, 
Licenses of Sixty Fish Vendors Using 
Short-Weight Scales Revoked—Ex- 
Chief Devery to the Rescue, 


A's a result of his Crusade against dishon- 
est fish peddlers of the Williamsburg Bridge 
market James B. Reynolds, secretary to 
Mayor Low and at present acting head of 
the License Bureau, yesterday said that 
sixty Heenses had just been revoked be- 
cause the possessors of them had been de- 
tected using ‘‘ fixed’ scales for the sale of 
their wares. Many of the offenders also 
were fined small sums in the various police 


courts. 

He said yesterday that his Inspectors 
found that in some instances the scales 
used by the peddlers were “‘ short weight” 
three ounces in the eight-ounce weights 
and seven ounces in the poand weights. 
Spring scales had been found with nails 
driven in so that they would register short; 
balance seales had been found with rings 
to prevent the correct measurement, and 
weights had been found hollowed out or 
ground down. 

Mr. Reynolds says that for two months ha 
had declined to issue any more pushcart 
licensés on the ground that the 8.000 already 
issued in the city are enough. During May 
he received 668 applications for licenses, all 
of which were denied, while in June appli- 
eations were made for®400 licehses, which 
met the same treatment.

Dr. D. J. Stafford. 

The Rey. Dr, Franklin Noble, an old

BROADWAY FIRE SPECTACLE.

One American Car is Overweight, 
Which Will Be Rectified — irish 
Course Crowded with Vehicles. 


KILDARE, Ireland, July 1.—Everything 
is now in readiness for the international 
automobile race fur the James Gordon Ben- 
nett Cup, which will start at 7 o'clock to- 
morrow morning, A’‘l dat long the roads 
through the Counties of Carlow, Kildare, 
and Queens, through which the course 
winds, have been overrun with almost num- 
berless motors. At speeds varying from 
fifteen to sixty ‘miles an hour cars of all 
Sorts and deseriptiong have *been flowing 
along the course, which is dotted with 
stands and warning flags and is lined at 
interesting points with spectators. 

In the weighing of the racing cars at Naas 
to-day all the American ears were found to 
be within the limit except L. P. Mooers's, 
whose motor was one pound in excess of the 
prescribed maximum weight of 2204.60 
pounds. The French cars entered by Rene 
de Knyff and Maurice Farman considerably 
exceeded the weight, but all will probably 
be able to reduce the weights to the scale by 
to-morrow, Their overweight apparently 
was due to a defect in the weighing ma- 
chinery and the lack of an official stand- 
ard for reducing English measures to the 
metric system. 

The race should be over late to-morrow 
afternoon, but the result may be in doubt 
until Friday. The complicated system of 
stopping the .cars at the controls at the 
entrances of the towns of Carlow, Castle- 
dermot, Athy, Kildare, Monastereyan, and 
Stradbally, and deducting the time taken 
in passing through the towns, the speed 
in which must not exceed about fourteen 
miles an hour, was shown by experiments 
made to-day to result in great confusion, 
and unless the race to-morrow is better 
reanaged than to-day‘s rehearsal, the win- 
her may not be known untfl Friday, and 
even then might be fhe subject of contro- 
versy.

Some members of the family are said to 
have believed it to be a case of murder, 
but others objected to so declaring in the 
verdict. This accounts for the compromise 
statement. 

On the day Johnson's body was found in 
his father’s house the father gave Mrs.

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THE BURDEN OF TAXATION. 
* The feature of the operations of the 


 freasury for the fiscal year that closed 


with Tuesday which will strike most 
readers is the extent of the surplus of re- 
eeipts over expenditures. This feature 
Will be,.naturally, the envy if not the de- 
®pair of the public financiers of the con- 
timent of Europe, and even the more for- 
tumate statesmen responsible for the af- 
‘fairs of the British Empire will not be 
indifferent to it. 

As some of our readers are aware, there 
Was a very earnest effort made by Con- 
gress to reduce the revenues by the repeal 
of a large number and variety of the in- 
ternal revenue taxes. In spite of that 
effort the net surplus for the year just 
expired was in round numbers $10,000,- 
000 higher than the estimate. There was 
an actual reduction of nearly $39,000,000 
as compared with the year 1902, but the 
surplus still remains some $53,000,000. 
This result is reached in spite of an in- 
crease in expenditures of some $35,000,- 
000, the increase in the revenues, after all 
the reductions of taxation, being $3,500,- 
000. The increase in the receipts from 
customs alone is $29,447,010. The cash in 


. the Treasury has increased $19,000,000 


and the Government deposits in the Na- 
tional banks have increased nearly $28,- 
000,000. The increase in the circulation 
of the National banks has been about 
$56,000,000. 

There is no denying that this is a show- 
ing of prosperity. The figures show that 
after repealing and reducing taxes that 
produced nearly $60,000,000 there was 
still a little: more revenue than the pre- 
ceding year. Whether we regard the cus- 
toms duties which are levied in part on 
the consumption of luxuries and in great- 
er part on the materials of industry, or 
consider the internal revenue taxes, 
levied wholly on trade and its processes, 
the $514,000,000 collected from these 
sources is solid evidence of the activity 
and the profit of current business, to- 
gether ‘with the free expenditure of the 
money of the community. A nation of 
our size that pays such an amount into 
its Treasury for taxes of these sorts, and 
pays it not merely cheerfully but almost 
unconsciously, must be at once making 
and spending money on a liberal scale. 
There can be no doubt of that, and we 
are entitled to all the self-congratula- 
tion we choose to feel. 

On the other hand it is equally not to 
be denied that the processes of managing 
the affairs of the country are extremely 
crude and wasteful. It is obviously ab- 
surd that the Treasury should hold in 
its keeping nearly a quarter of a billion 
of dollars over and above the necessa- 
rily large reserve for the maintenance of 
the standard of value and the integrity 
of the Government issues of. currency. 
It is still more absurd that, after swell- 
ing the expenditures $35,000,000, we 
should still pour into the Treasury $52,- 
710,936 more than can be spent. What- 
ever may be the justification for the tre- 
mendous total of over a half billion of 
expenditure in a year of profound peace, 
with no extraordinary demands on the 
Treasury, there is no justification at all 
for the collection from the incomes of 
the people of $53,000,000 more than is 
spent. It is a direct incentive to extrava- 
gance and an indirect incentive to cor- 
ruption, for the bonds of accountability 
@re necessarily relaxed when means are 
abundant. The situation is still worse 
when we reflect that a good deal more 
than one-half of this remarkable revenue 
‘je Jevied on the foreign trade of the coun- 
try, and much of it in a way to check the 
development of our own industries and 
hamper them in competition with the in- 
dustries of their rivals in other lands. 

We are by no means iaclined to take a 
pessimistic view of the future of the 


country, as our readers know, but be- ;

Brotuers of Gloversyille, were manu- 
facturing gloves for the United States 
Government under a contract at a time 
when Mr. Lucius N. LiftTavER was 4& 
member of Congress, The United States 
statutes forbid members of Congress to 
make or to have any beneficial interest 
in contracts with the United States, and 
violations of that provision of the statute 
are declared to be misdemeanors pun- 
ishable by a fine of $3,000, 

Mr. LitTaveR has always been con- 
sidered a very good man. He is sup- 
posed to be a near friend of President 
RoossvEut, who, it is understood, has 
been accustomed to trust te his judgment 
and counsel in politics and public affairs, 
The President seems to suffer from the 
fatality which waits upon Chief Magts- 
trates who have friends. 


MR, SCHWAB’S RETIREMENT. 

Persons having antecedent knowledge 
of the considerate and sympathetic way 
in which Boards of Directors are accus- 
tomed to record their belief that a valued 
servant of their corporation has outlived 
his usefulness will not misunderstand 
the appointment of Mr. Corey as a co- 
adjutor President of the United States 
Steel Corporation. It is officially de- 
clared that Mr. Corey becomes “an as- 
sistant to perform the active duties of 
the President.” It is further stated that 
this step has been taken because of the 
continued ill-health of President Scuwas, 
who, it appears, is to take a vacation of 
@ month or two. 

Mr. CHARLES M, ScHwaB has not act- 
ually resigned the Presidency of the 
United States Steel Corporation, but as 
the duties of the office are to be per- 
formed by another it is manifest that he 
is as much out of it as if his resignation 
had been tendered and accepted. It is 
impossible to ignore the very general 
feeling among business men and finan- 
ciers that a wibe thing has been done, a 
change made which will be beneficial to 
the Steel Corporation. The Presidency of 
the greatest corporation in the world is 
an exceedingly important post. The in- 
cumbent of that office must have a great 
deal to do. There are decisions to be 
made and judgments to be given all day 
long. The President ought to be in a 
condition to decide and to judge with a 
calm and competent mind. A sick man 
is not fit for such a place. A man who 
is oppressed by worries and cares, a man 
whose personal affairs or ventures are a 
cause of anxiety to him, a man immoder- 
ately given to the mere joys of life, a 
man who when confronted by the allure- 
ments of great wealth or of great cities 
shows himself to be unseasoned and un- 
steady, would be far below the stern re- 
quirements of this high place, Necessa- 
rily, the corporation would suffer in its 
business; it would be apt to suffer seri- 
ously through losing the confidence of 
investors and of the financial commu- 
nity. The United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, of course, needs a working Presi- 
dent. The Finance Committee was eyi- 
dently of that opinion. 


TREES IN THE CITY. 

We have on more than one occasion 
felt it incumbent upon us to refer to the 
work of the Tree Planting Association 
as admirable in purpose, but wholly im- 
practical in execution. In what follows 
we shall endeavor to suggest a line of 
effort in every way worthy of the mem- 
bership of the association, and which 
should commend itself to the approval of 
all who value work in proportion to the 
good results accomplished by it, 

In the matter of trees New York has 
very little to be proud of, and the steps 
taken from year to year to better the 
conditions in this respect are not con- 
spicuously fruitful of benefit. The prin- 
cipal reason for this is that the trees we 
have are not properly looked after and 
that those we get are not properly se- 
lected, planted, “or safeguarded. The 
notion that a tree is a tree; and: that 
all that is necessary is to set a mis- 
shapen, diseased, deformed sapling up- 
right in a hole in the ground to give us 
ultimately a thing of beautywand a joy 
forever—or at least for a century or two 
—is misleading. 

Last year the Tree Planting Associa- 
tion made a step in the right direction by 
securing the enactment of the law which 
placed the control of all trees‘in public 
places and streets in the hands of the 
Park Commissioners of the several bor- 
oughs. In theory this was admirable. 
These officials are the proper persons to 
have such control, to say where and how 
trees shall be planted, to authorize or 
forbid cutting them down as may be nec- 
essary, and to set in motion the agencies 
of retributive justice against those who 
destroy them improperly or unnecessa- 
rily. But in securing the enactment of 
tilis law the good work devolving natu- 
rally upon the Tree’ Planting Association 
was but begun. So fer as practical re- 
sults are concerned, the Commissioners 
might as well have been made officially 
responsible for the daily weather varia- 
tions. No provision was made for en- 
abling them to carry out their respon- 
sibilities as regards trees in the streets 
and public places other than the parks— 
nor even there in @ thorough and effeet~ 
ive way. No money was appropriated for 

tree conserving, they were not enabled to 
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provide the organization or employ the 
labor needed for the proper equipment 
of municipal tree bureaus, and as the 
result the law is of no effect, or very 
little. The Board of Hstiniate and Ap- 
portionment, when appealed to for funds, 
declined to give them, partly to ip the 
budget within bounds and chiefly be~- 
cause the tree propaganda did not enjoy 
the support of an industrious and persist- 
ent society which was prepared to camp 
out on the trail of every member of the 
board and make him understand that his 
only hope of peace and quietness lay in 
doing What it wanted. This is not a 
pleasant service, but it is the way m 
which Boards of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment are impressed with the importance 
of matteps they do not understand and in 
which they see no political advantage as 
long as they are unsupported. 

The Tree Planting. Association . has 
the personnel, the enthusiasm, and the 
requisite moral support. No one cdbjects 
to them or to their aims, which is half 
the battle. They should put themselves 
under good technical guidance, employ 
the very best counsel, and be insistent in 
season and out of season in demanding 
the recognition of the importance of their 
work. They should watch the parks, ac- 
cumulate exact data concerning every 
tree in New York, and take the steps 
necessary to make effective the law they 
were instrumental in having passed, by 
getting for the Park Commissioners the 
money needed for the obsérvance of its 
provisions, and then seeing shat it is ex- 
pended to the best possible advantage. 
Meanwhile they should ‘keep steadily in 
view the creation of a wholesome and in- 
telligent public opinion on the subject of 
trees and steadily ‘avoid the mistake of 
amateur effort to make trees grow in 
impossible places and under impossible 
conditions. The fewer trees they plant 
where they have no other function than 
to temporarily obstruct the sidewalks the 
better for the success of the movement 
with which they are identified. Above 
all things they should learn to suspect 
their own ignorance of trees and tree 
planting and guard themselves from 
falling into the snares of the plausible 
tree agent. Their work can be done to 
best advantage through properly consti- 
tuted bureaus in the offices of the Park 
Commissioners, which they should watch 
with sleepless vigilance. If this course 
were followed it would not be difficult to 
secure liberal annual appropriations for 
this purpose and to make it the most 
popular movement of its kind, inviting 
popular sympathy and co-operation, Un- 
til just this is done by some one New 
York will remain an unfruitful field for 
misdirected effort in tree planting and 
many good people will be disappointed.

THE SHIPBUILDING RECEIVERSHIP. 

The decision of Judge KiIRKPATRICK to 
appoint a receiver for the United States 
Shipbuilding Company would seem to be 
the logical outcome of his views as to the 
condition of that corporation. He finds 
that it is insolvent; that its Diréctors 
have permitted it to drift with no effort 
to protect it or remedy its condition; that 
its credit is gone; that it fs without 
funds to meet presently maturing obli- 
gations; that it is unable to raise the 

money it must have to cover necessary 

cash disbursements, and that none of the 
subsidiary companies is in a position to 
contributé any money to avert the inev- 
itable default in the payments upon 
which the solvency of the corporation 
depends. The merciless analysis by 

Judge K1irKPaTRICcK of the financial con- 

dition of the merger warrants this synop- 

sis of his conclusions. 

As to the receiver, it will be thought by 
many that a much better choice could 
have been made than that of ex-Senator 

Smiru. Of course, a great deal depends 

upon what the receiver is expected to do. 

If to wind up the concern, sell its prop- 

erties for what they will bring, and di- 
| vide what is not consumed in fees and 
expenses, no doubt ex-Senator Smitx Will 

do as well as another. If to put the busi- 
| ness of the merger on its feet, operate 

the yards to the best advantage, reor- 
ganize the corporation on a practicable 
basis of fixed charges and interest, fin- 
ish its contracts without loss, and return 
the property to the stockholders a suc- 
cessful ‘“‘ going concern,” it will be the 
judgment of many that Mr. Situ lacks 
some of the qualifications which the 
service demands. His training has been 
along other “lines, and his capacity in 
the conduct of a business as complex and 
highly specialized as shipbuilding is not 
known to be conspicuous. However, if 

Judge KIRKPATRICK’s analysis of the sit- 

uation of the company is correct, it prob- 

ably makes no difference to the stock- 
holders, little to the bondholders, and not 
very much to their creditors who is re- 


ceiver or how he discharges his trust.

A FIGURE OF SPEECH. 
In a speech delivered at a luncheon to 


Colonial Secretary CHAMBERLAIN in the 
Constitutional Club of London a few 
days ago Premier BaLrour made a re- 
markable statement which would be 
more interesting if it were quite true, 
He said:

Bureau's local forecaster is quoted as say- 
ing that, ag the nearest place to us report- 
ing such disturbances just before this one 
occurred was Albany, and as our storm 
could hardly have come from so far with- 
out attracting the attention of observers 
along the Hudson, it must haye started 
somewhere in the neighborhood of Spuyten 
Duyvil. With all due respect to the repre- 
sentative of a ser¥ice which, despite its 
occasional mistakes, is equally useful and 
estimable, and both to a high degré®, that 
assertion is nonsensical. The little storm 
in question, wherever it may have origi- 
nated, was well developed when it passed 
southeastward between the towns of New 
Rochelle and Mount Vernon, upon /both of 
which it bestowed a moderate sprinkling, 
and it had been watched for an hour or two 
before its energy culminated over the heads 
of the Harlemites. That the New York ob- 
server made the hasty and inaccurate de- 
duction he did from what he knew. were 
insufficient data reveals a weak place in 
the Weather Bureau system, and explains 
& good deal of the popular distrust of the 
daily predictions. Thunder showers are 
trivial things for the meteorologist, accus- 
tomed, as he fs, and properly, to study the 
movements of “ highs’? and “ lows *’ that 
cover half a continent and determine the 
really significant weather changes. But 
for the ordinary and véry multitudinous 
citizen, especially if he lives in a city, the 
thunder shower is the oné form of storm 
that inflicts any real inconvenience or loss. 
Therefore, to him it is not-trivial at all, 
and if he gets drenched by one thet comes 
unannounced on a day, when he had an 
official promise of fair weather, he pro- 
ceeds to rail at the bureau's predictions, 
and to declare them always wrong. This 
is unjust, but it is natural, and, instead of 
taking the position, scientifically accurate, 
but actually false as regards the personal 
experiences of a large fraction of those 
who foot the bureau's bills, that thunder 
showers .do not count, the weather men 
might well devote a part of their energy 
and skill to the task of learning more than 
they know now about the habits of the lit- 
tle storms which they alone ignore, and 
then of giving at least a short warning of 
their approach. Thus would popular appre- 
ciation of the bureau’s really invaluable 
work be increased. There are no insuper- 
able obstacles in the way of doing both 
these things, and they ought to be done. 


-——With a harshness which we, for sev- 
eral reasons, have refrained from using, 
Harper's Weekly refuses to be surprised at 
the fierce advocacy by the German-Ameri- 
can nhewspapers—meaning thereby Ameri- 
can newspapers printed in German—of con- 
tinuing to teach that language in the pub- 
lic schools. ‘“‘ They would,” it says, ‘‘ have 
no excuse for their existence if immigration 
from Germany should come to an end and 
the children or grandchildren of German 
immigrants should cease to speak German. 
Obviously, they are actuated by pecuniary 
self-interest when they demand that a con- 
siderable place shall be allotted to German 
in the curriculum of elementary schools. 
Hitherto they. have been le to secure 
some attention to their demands through 
their possession of considerable political in- 
fluence. The influence is due to the fact 
that of the residents In Greater New York 
who are foreign born or the children of for- 
eign-born parents, rather more than 786,000 
were, according to the last census, of Ger- 
man stock.’ Of course, this theory must 
have. suggested itself to everybody who has 
considered the matter, but though it may 
explain the policy of the German papers, it 
involves a tacit denial of the strongest ar- 
gument used by those who oppdse the 
teaching of any foreign language in the 
public schools—the ‘argument that, in the 
time available, such teaching utterly fails 
to give anything except a worthless smat- 
tering, soon forgotten. If it were practica- 
ble to bestow upon public school children 
even a moderate facility in the use of an- 
other language than English, some of us 
who are now antagonistic to the whole idea 
would at least “think again."* Our own 
impression is that, tribal] sentiment has 
much more to do with the matter than self- 
interest, particularly as the self-interest, 
what there may be of it, is almost obvious- 
ly a mistaken one. 


— —Of every thousand suits for breach of 
promise to marry, at least nine hundred 
and ninety nine are brought by women. Now 
it is probable that men are the victims of 
such breaches at least as often as women, 
and therefore the question arises whether 
the vast predominance of feminine plaint- 
iffs has any significance as to the relative 
delicacy of mind possessed by the two 
sexes. For a breach of promise suit is 
essentially indelicate. To bring it requires 
& more or less brutal indifference to pub- 
lig ridicule, and an amazing willingness to 
place one’s self and one’s private emotions 
under derisive inspection and vulgar com- 
mentary. And men rarely do all this, while 
women do it frequently.” It's very puzzling. 
Of course, there is the matter of money, 
more commonly in the possession of meh 
than of women, but that explanation is 
not kind to the women, for it involves the 
assumption that they are mercenary, and 
that for the sake of money they are will- 
ing to go through an ordeal that would be 
simply frightful for men in most respects 
callous, As for the ‘ vindication,’’ which 
the plaintiffs usually gay is all they want, 
that is too mysterious for masculine dis- 
cussion. We simply do not know what the 
dear creatures mean when they talk about 
the ‘vindication’ that wesults from a 
breach of promise sult. As a general rule, 
some Observers declare, men hate “ scenes ”’ 
much more than women do, and a suit of 
the kind under consideration partakes of 
the nature of ‘‘ scenes."” But why do men 
hate ‘‘scenes’”’ more than women do? Is 
it because the ‘‘scene”’ usually reveals 
the man as a villain of one kind or an- 
other? Perhaps peacé and safety can be 
bought only by letting it go at that.

Noting an article in your paper about the 
arbitrary action of the stonecutters in re-

A stonecutter gets paid usually by the 
piece. With good tools he can cut much 
more stone than with poor ones and at 
less. physical strain on himself. Now, that 


being the case, would he not be’ foolish to 
accept pore tools from any man, even 
though he was a proprietor, when it is at 
his own expense in the end? Generally one 
tool sharpener dresses tools for from thir- 
teen to fourteen stonecutters. The firm 
which tried to have one of its members 
dress tools, did so to save perhaps $1 a day 
to itself, and at the same time it would 
reduce the pay _of each one of those stone- 
pad} aT about 50 cents, making $7 all to- 
I have never known a stonecutter to re- 
fuse to let his boss work in the shop, pro- 
vided it did not interfere with the work- 
man’s chance to earn his day's pay. In the 
case in question the proprietor was not a 
tool dresser and had no right to force his 
dressing of tools on the men.

Taft, Emperor 
William, and King Edward to Par- 
ticipate in the Event. 


President Roosevelt and Gov. Taft, King’ 
Edward of England and Emperor William 
of Germany will be the chief actors on Sat- 
urday, the Fourth of July, in the opening 
af the Commercial Pacific Cable between 
this country and the Philippines. In the 
transmission.of their words of congratula- 
tion, the first telegraphic messages will be 
sent around the world. y 

It will take about four minutes to do 
this. The message of President Roosevelt, 
which will be the first sent, will be put on 
the wire at his Oyster Bay home by George 
H. Usher, General Manager of the Com- 
mercial Cable Company. From Oyster Bay 
it will go direct to San Francisco; thence 
to Hawali, to the Midway Islands, to 
Guam, and to Manila. 

Copied there from its fifth relay, the 
message wil] be given to Gov. Taft, whose 
congratulatory reply will be ready on the 
moment. The sixth relay will bring the 
message to Hong Kong, the seventh to 
Bombay, the eighth to St. Petersburg, the 
ninth to Moscow, the tenth to Berlin, the 
eleventh to London, and the twelfth and 
last, back direct to Oyster Bay, where 
General Manager Usher will copy it. 

Following the sending of this message 
Emperor William and King Edward will 
exchange greetings, and then each will 
send to President Roosevelt congratulations 
on the completion of the cable and best 
wishes for the Nation's holiday. Simple 
ceremonies will attend the transmission of 
the messages at Oyster Bay. There will be 
a gathering of distinguished men, repre- 
sentatives of the National Government and 
officials of the cable company, and short 
addresses will be made. 

The new Pacific cable is about 8,000 miles 
long in its four sections. and about twice 
the length of the next longest cable in the 
world. It saves about 3,000 miles from the 
old cab’e route between Washington and 
the Phililprines, Then it was necessary to 
send from Washington to New York, to 
Canso to Fayal in the Azores; to Lisbon, 
to Gibraltar, to Malta, to Singapore, to 
Saigon in Cochin, China; to Hongkong, and 


$e Manila, with fifteen relays as -gainst 
our. 

On the new cable from San Francisco to 
Manila, or to China, the rate, under the 
agreement made between the late John W. 
Mackay with Secretary of State Hay, will 
be not more than $1 a word. The uniform 
rate until the new cable was proposed had 
been $2.35 a word between New York and 
Manila, and then in November, 1901, it was 
reduced to the European cable companies 
to $1.66 a word. Under the oid conditions 
the Government was paying at the end of 
the insurrection in the Philippines about 
$400,000 a year for its awn messages, and 
the newspapers of the country were other 
large contributors during the fighting in 
the islands. The rate will be 50 cents a 
word from San Francisco to Honolulu, with 
a reduction.to 35 cents within two years. 

Pacific cable projects may be said to 
have received the final impetus in the mes- 
sage of President McKinley to Congress in 
February of 1890, urging the establishment 
of a cable between the United States and 
the Philippines via Hawaii and Guam. 

The late John W. Mackay in the Summer 
of 1901 wrote to Secretary Hay: 

I beg leave to state that I wish to lay and oper- 
ate a submarine cable, or cables, from Calli- 
fornia to the Philippine Islands by the way of 
the Hawaiian Islands, by means of an Ameri- 
can corporation to be organized hereafter. I 
ask no subsidy of guarantee in connection with 
the same. If the conditions could be substan- 
tially the same as those upon which the Atlantic 
cables were landed, and if the same should be 
indicated to me without delay, I would arrange 
immediately for the manufacture and have the 
first section between California~ and the Ha- 
walan Islands Islands' completed by September, 
1902, unless prevented by force majeure. 

Without waiting for legislation, the Com- 
mercial Pacific.Cable Company was char- 
tered in New York on Sept. 23, 1901. Ar- 
rangements were made forthwith for the 
construction of the different sections of 
cable and Congress, after a long struggle, 
gave authorization to the proses 

The route chosen, which had been sur- 
veyed by Government enginéers, had four 
long stretches: From San Francisco to 
Hawaii, 2,276 miles, at a mean depth of 
2,500 fathoms and a maximum of 3,026; 
from Hawaii-to Midway, 1,254 miles, with 
a mean depth of 2,000 fathoms, and a maxi- 
mum of 3,026; from Midway. to Guam, 2,003 
miles, with a mean depth of 2,600 fathoms 
and a maximum of 4,900, and from Guam 
to Luzon, 1,490 miles, with a mean depth 
of 2,200 fathoms, and a maximum of 3,400 

The third stage of the route was not only 
that of the greatest maximum depth and 
greatest distance, but in that stretch were 
encountered the greatest fluctuations in 
depth, complicating the problem before the 
engineers. What laying a cable at such 
depths means, may. be judged by this illus- 
tration: In 2,900 fathoms, with a ship 
steaming sight knots an hour, twenty-five 
miles of cable are in suspension, and a sin- 
gle point on the cable will take two hours 
and a half in reaching the bottom. 

The contract for the first section was let 
to the India Rubber Gutta Percha Tele- 

raph Works Company of London; On 
ept. 23 the cable ship Silverton left ‘hon- 
don with the first section on board. She 
arrived in San Franciseo on Dec, 4, and on 
Dec. 15, the shore end of the cable having 
been laid in the meantime, she sailed for 
Honolulu. After a itp in which there was 
a daily average of 200 miles of cable laid, 
the Silverton arrived off the Hawaiian 
Islands on Chfistmas Day and moored the 
Hawaiian end during a heavy storm at a 
point thirty-five miles from Honolulu, 

Meanwhile a separate contract had been 
awarded for the other sections to the Tele- 
graph Construction and Maintenance Com- 
pany, and on April 9 and 10 the steamers 
Colonfa and AngiHa left London with 6,000 
miles of cable on board between them. The 

_Anglia arrived at Manila on May 22, and 
laid the shore end twedays later, starting 
then for Guam, and making the connection 
there on June 4 The Colonia had been 
lying at Guam since May 27, having gone 
there direct from London, and, when the 
engineering staffs had been transferred, 
started for Midway. For the trip the Co- 
lonia made an average of 9 knots an hour 
and laid on the average 200 miles of cable 
a day under the most severe conditions at 
any time confronting the company, 

At Midway the staffs were transferred 
back to the Anglia again. Starting June 19 
landing was made June 24 at Waiktki, near 
Honolulu, where the San Francisco and 
Midway sections meet, and the news sent 
out to the world that the Pacific cable was 
complete. 

The cable itself is built especially to 
stand the enormous strain of its own 
weight under such conditions as those at- 
tending its laying, and the wear of years 
in its ocean resting place. In the: centre 
is a twelve-wire strand copper core, cov- 
ered with heavy gutta percha insulation. 
Wrapped about this are eight plies of ma- 
nila and asphalt, which in turn are cov- 
ered by the armor of 22.12 gauge galvan- 
ized steel wires. Over all is a secon prere 
ping of manila and covering of asphalt 
making a cable only seven-eighths of an 
inch in diameter over all.

CONFLICT OVER JEWISH 
SABBATH QUESTION, 


Warm Debate at American Rabbis’ Con- 
ference in Detroit, 


DETROIT, July 1.—The report of the 
Sabbath Commission to the central! confer- 
ence of American rabbis to-day provoked 
a hot discussion which occupied a large 
part of the two sessions and resulted in 
the report being referred back to the com- 
mission to be placed in more concise form. 
The Sabbath Commission was appointed at 
the last conference to consider and report 
upon seven questions bearmg on the Jewish 
Sabbath, one of the most important of 
which was whether holding services on 
Sunday in Jewish temples was a schis- 
matic act that would result in separating 
the Reformed Jews from their brethren. 
The commission was composed of seven 
members, with Dr. Voorsanger of San 
Francisco as Chairman. The report was 
very lengthy; and, as many of the speakers 
pointed out, did not give positive answers 
to the questions. Instead of definite rec- 
ommendations on the questions, long dis- 
quisitions were given on them. This brought 
out a heated debate. The following is an 
abstract of the report of the commission; 

The commission, after a most careful 
consideration, decided that it had no juris- 
diction to recommend anything in the nae 
ture of legislation looking toward any 
change, and declared that the conference 
was incompetent to gegislate any fundae 
mental Jewish institution out of existence. 

The commission reported that a defini- 
ton of the religious authority that should 
regulate |the authority and discipline of the 
Jews was paramount to any other ques- 
tion, They recommended the creation of a 
national conference composed of rabbis and 
jaymen, constituting an authority to which 
all ritual and discipline questions might be 
referred, This plan ig in efefct a scheme to 
consolidate .the conference of American 
rabbis and the union of American Hebrew 
Congregations for the purpose of creating 
an organic union between both bodies.

Germans Consider the Meeting of Kaiser 
and Americans Will Prove of 
importance. 

LONDON Times~New YorK Trums

LONDON, July 2—The correspondent 
of The Times at Berlin says that many

Germans Consider the Meeting of Kaiser 
and Americans Will Prove of 
importance.

LONDON, July 2—The eorrésponderit 
of The Times at Berlin says that many 
of the German journals are attempting 
to deduce political consequences from the 
Kiel festivities, which a good ‘many 
Americans apparently regard aa’ of no 
more political consequence than a ball 
on Twelfth Avenue. 

It is a favorite occtipation in Ger- 
many, Says the correspondent, to try to 
weigh what Bismarck called ‘ political 
imponderabilia,” but it is a proceeding, 
he remarks, which tends to defeat its 
ewn objects. 

In some, quarters in Germany, adds 
the correspondent, there is an attempt 
being made to turn to acount the 
Kishineff controversy, the suggestion be- 
ing made that it would be to Germany’s 
advantage if the Russo-American rela- 
tions become strained, as it would make 
both Russia and America easier to deal 
with. 

This, the correspondent remarks, re- 
calls the days when the Germans found 
England and Russia easier to, deal with 
because of the Anglo-Russian differ- 
enhees, but, he continués, it would not be 
wise for the Germans to reckon on the 
permanence of advantages derived either 
from Anglo-Russian or Russo-American 
differences. ' 


AUSTRO-HUNGARY CRISIS 
SAID TO BE IMPENDING. 


Situation at Both Budapest and Vienna 
Reported to be Approaching 
Critical Stage.

LONDON, July 2.—The correspondent 
of The Times at Vierina says the entire 
Austro-Hungarian mornafchy is affected 
by the critical situation at Budapest and 
Vienna. It is no longer possible, he says, 
to separate the affairs of Hungary from 
those of Austria or to hide the fact that 
the phase of affairs whereon the dual 
realm has now entered is the most seri- 
ous since 1867, pérhaps since 1848. 

There is good authority to believe that 
Premier Koerber tendefed the Cabinet's 
resignation. The Bmperor's decision is 
still outstanding. . 

The course of affaira in Hungary is 
such as to inspire even optimists with 
disquietude.

One Concern Leaves to Sign Agree- 
ment Like Fuller’ Plan. 


| Secretary Easiéy of Civic Federation 


Says Fifteen Unions Have Agreed 
—Parks:'to Defend His 
Course Publicly.

From the attitude of the building con- 
tractors and the men who have been thrown 
idle owing to the shut-down in the building 
trades it was evident yesterday that mat- 
ters were nearing the breaking point, Both 
sides are said to be anxious for the struggle 
to end, and the labor unfons are declared to 
be willing to aceept any. reasonable com- 
promise that will guarantee their integrity 
as unions, 


The first generalymeeting of the Building 
Trades Employers’ Association since the 
shut-down of building work began took 
place yesterday in the Townsend Building, 
1,128 Broadway. About 850 contractors 
were present, with Charles L. Eidlitz, Pres- 
ident of the association, in the chair. 

The principal speaker was Otto M. Eld- 
litz, Chairman of the Board of Governors. 
He said that the association had tried. to 
present their s of the case in a dignified 
manner. A plan of arbitration had beet 
submitted which he believed every fair- 
minded member of a jabor union, if left.to 
himself, would be willing to accept. 

“The walking delegates,”’ he said, ‘‘ do 
not want this plan, because It lessens their 
powers. It will only be a little time before 
the unions will be. able to reason for them- 
Selves, free from the domination of the seif- 
seeking and often corrupt walking dele- 
gate. The Fuller Company's afranhgements 
affect us very little,” 

The President made some remarks in 
which he criticised the union leaders in 
their policy of keeping all but union mer 
from working. This was contrary, he said, 
bs the general ideas of American indepen- 

ence. 


Louls Harding of the Carpenters’ Asso 
ciation attacked the unlofis and submitted 
a resolution providing that if the majority 
of the unions did not accept the associa- 
tion's plan of arbitration by July 6 then in- 
dividual contfacts would be made at once 


with union or non-union meh who were 
willing to subs¢ribe to the plan and would 
go to work at once. The resolution, which 
Was preceded a@ lorg preamble describ- 
ing the events’ leading to the shut-down, 
was hailed with loud applause by the more 
radical of the members and was almost 
oampeted by them before conservative 
members were prepared, After a long dis- 
cussion it was referrei to the Board of 
Governors, with power to enforce the pro- 
visions of the resolution at any time it was 
deemed expedient. 

The Board of Building Trades had a long 
meeting at Brevoort Hall. William H. Far- 
ley. Secretary of the Board, announced 
after the meeting that Keasbey & Matti- 
son, 84 John Street, manufacturers of as- 
bestos and members of the Building Trades 
Employers’ Assotiation, had left the asso- 
ciat ae and signed on a coragns with its 
employes based on the plan of arbitration 
of the George A, Fuller Company. Farley 
 rvdeg -e a typewritten agreement on the 
etter head of the firm signed by W. R: V. 
Mattison, . D., President of the fitm, 
and Joseph Mullaney, President’ of the 
Salamander Labor Club of Asbestos Pipe 
and _Boiler Felters.

“The firm resigned from the employers’ 
association at 12 o'clock noon and signed 
an agreement with the union ten minutes 
later. That is quick work for you.”

It is hard to say Just what queered the 
boomiet which indicated to some optim- 
“market had turned.” 
London sold rather freely, and there was 
some local profit taking, but on the other 
hand there was no marked pressure to 
sell, and certainly no rush to buy. In 
other words, there was practically no 
market, which was a shabby reception 
to give the famous bear who emerged 
from retirement with a bullish bellow. 
The volume of business was half Tues- 
day’s, and less than Wednesday week. 
‘There was some excuse for buying if 
anybody had been in such temper. The 
money market was easier, both actually 
and prospectively. There were several 
excellent reports of earnings, especially 
Union Pacific's, and many which showed 
at worst that the roads were holding 
théir own against increased operating 
expenses. There were no bad crop facts, 
although there was some discouraging 
,erop gossip. For instance, it was re- 
marked that the corn crop could not ma- 
ture before Sept. 15, when it might be 
frosted. To be sure, it also might not be 
frosted, but the point is that so far as 
the situation turns upon the crops—and 
they are a prime factor—there can be no 
certainty until the approach of Winter. 
In other words, if there can be no boom 
before the crops are made, so also there 
should be no break until it is certain 
that the crops have failed. There may 
be professional advances and reactions 
like this week’s, but barring accidents 
there is the prospect of a quiet Summer. 
Prices yesterday scarcely bear discus- 
sion. Most changes were fractional, and 
declines were more numerous, Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit and Delaware and Hud- 
son were exceptionally strong, and Col- 
orado Fuel was exceptionally weak. In- 
siders know why Brooklyn Rapid Tran- 
sit was strong, and outsiders may read- 
ily enough concede that must thrive 


with the transpontine borough, but there 


are dividend payers. who report their 
condition which can be bought at the 
price of this blind pool with a micro- 
scopic surplus.

HOCKING VALLEY’S DECLINE.

There seemed at one time to 
be absolutely no support to the issue, but 
later buying orders were put in, rallying 


the price, so that one-half of the early ‘loss 
Was recovered. 

Two reasons are offered for-the selling; 
one that the minority shareholders are not 
to be taken care of—that is to say, are not 
to receive the terms given to the majority 
and controlling interests; the other that, 
despite recent talk to the contrary, the 5 
per cent. dividend guaranteed to the com- 
mon stockholders will not become opera- 
tive and effective until two or three years 
hence. 

Naturally all this is more or less guess- 
work, and will be until official announce- 
ment of the terms is made. But that there 
is some substance for one or other of the 
reports is generally believed. 


COLORADO FUEL’S DROP. 
Colorado Fuel yesterday gave the Street 
another pyrotechnical exhibition, just as it 


so often does whether with or without 
provocation and whether expected or other- 
wise. Yesterday on selling principally by 
George P. Butler & Brother, recognized 
Gould brokers, the stock dropped precipi- 
tately from 64% to 61%, later recovered a 
peint from the low, then reacted frac- 
tionally, and finally closed for a net loss 
of 2% points. 

The only reason offered to explain the 
selling was that a big loan made up almosi 
wholly of Colorado Fuel had been called 
during the day, and that it was this forced 
selling, together with the selling by the 
Butlers (probably designed to facilitate 
a 2 purchases later) that caused the 
reak, 

The stock is now so closely held. that it is 
not a difficult matter to mark it up smart- 
ly or depress it sharply whenever the dis- 
position to do so may develop. 


FAILURES FOR SIX MONTHS. 


R. G. Dun & Co, report 5,628 commercial 
failures during the first half of 1903 for 
$66,797,260 in amount of Habilities, com- 
pared with 6,165 bankruptcies in the corre- 


sponding months last year, when the de- 


faulted indebtedness amounted to $60,374,- 
856. While the decrease in number was 
about 8 per cent., the sum involved in- 
creased a saimilar percentage. This is due 
te several large failures. 

Separating the haif-yearly record into 


the three chief divisions, it is found that 
there occurred 1,280 defaults in manufact- 


uring, with a total loss of $26,135,144, as 
compared with 1,418 last year for $24,940,- 
020. Traders suspended to the number of 
4,038, against 4,410 a year ago, and liabili- 
ties were $30,544,443, against $29,145,622/ 
The third commercial subdivision contains 
brokers, transporters other than railways, 
and similar concerns that cannot properly 
be included in either of the two principal 
classes. Of these firms 3810 failed with 
debts aggregating $10,117,673, as compared 
with 305 in 1902, with liabilities of $9,249,- 
435. Banks and other fiducia institutions 
suspended with defaulted indebtedness of 
$6,495,716, a most atifying return when 
compared\with similar liabilities of $16,797,- 
763 last year, or $15,839,380 in 1901, here 
was an increase of 10 in number over the 
banking defaults last year.

Examination of.the failure returns by States 
Miscloses a somewhat puzzling situation in New 
Engiand, where liabilities increased, although 
the mumber of defaults was 215 less. Almost 
every State shared the decrease, but the change 
Was most striking in Massachusetts. Numerical- 
ly there was little alteration in the Middle States, 
but liabilities increased in New York moderately 
and doubled in New Jersey, but Pennsylvania 
made a much more satisfactory return. 

At the South and Southeast an improvement 
is found, although Iiabilities were much larger 
in.. Meryland. A corresponding decrease ~ in 
Geor; restored the equilibrium, while South 
Carolina and Kentucky also reported smater 
liabilities by $300,000 or more. Insolvency re- 
turns from the Southwest are remarkably favor- 
able in comparison with last year, considering 
the great floods, but this is mainly due to the 
exceptionally heavy losses a year ago owing to 
crop failures. Making camper nen with the re- 
turns of two years ago, it appears liabilities 
increased $160,000 in Arkansas, in Mis- 
souri, and.nearly a million dollars in Texas, 
while an increase of 200 in number of failures is 
found for the three States. 

An increase of over $6,000,000 liabilities is re- 
corded for the Central States, due chiefly to a 
few very large manufacturing defaults in Ohio, 
and several prominent trading and brokerage 
losses in Illinois... As to number, there was a 
decrease of over 100 in the latter State. Michigan 
reported double the number, but only $400,000 
more liabilities than last year. Little net change 
appears at the West as to number, while Mabili- 
ties diminished over $1,000,000. This wad mainly 
due, however,.to abnormally large losses a year 
ago in Colorado. The only other. noteworthy 
change in this section was the incr@ase in num- 
ber at Kansas with no corresponding expan- 
sion- of Mabilities. On the Pacific Slope the 
failure statistics were remarkably uniform with 
last year’s Utah decreasing about as much as 
California increased. 


UNITED BOX BOARD STATEMENT. 

Lawrence & Hughes, counsel for the 
United Box Board and Paper Company, is- 
sued a statement yesterday regarding the 
suit brought against the company by the 
Oswego Falls Pulp and Paper Company, in 
which they declare that there is no founda- 
tion for the suit and that it was not brought 
in good faith. The plaintiff asked for a re- 
ceivership and for the cancellation of the 


deeds of conveyance by which the plaintiff 
company was sold to the Box Board Com- 
pany. 
The statement says in part: 

All books and accounts were examined by pub- 
Me accountants of high standing. Preferred and 
common stocks were issued to the manufacturers 
tor the actual value of their properties as report- 
ed by the appraisers and accountants. 

To aid in consummating the plan Dean & Shib- 
ley, bankers, underwrote and agreed condition- 
ally to take from the manufacturers preferred 
stock to the amount of about $38,000,000. ‘Times 
became unfavorable for the sale of the stock, 
however, and the bankers turned back their un- 
derwriting contracts ‘to“the vendors and relin- 
quished their commission. 

The vendors then decided to carry through the 
combi ion by having the new company assume 
the erwriting contracts; and purchase, for 
retirement, under its charter, the amount os 
stock which they covered; this was done, and the 
company’s stock reduced by that amount. 

The Oswego Fails Company had the same in- 
formation as every other oupcerns and acquiesced 
in every step taken. Its stockholders received 
their share of the cash dividends, paid by the 
United Box Board and Paper Company, and had 
there not been a temporary suspension of divi- 
Genes they never would have expressed dissatis- 
‘action.

~ CONGRESSMAN’S FIRM 
"MADE ARMY SUPPLIES 


L. N. Littauer Said to Have Been 
Interested in Public Contract. 


He Denies He Violated the Law—lIs a 
Ciose Personal and Political Friend 
of the President. 


Testimony that Congressman Lucius N. 

Littauer of Gloversville, N. Y., one of the 
eicsest of President Roosevelt's political 
frignds, Was interested in army contracts 
during the Spanish war-has been given in 
the pending bankruptcy proceedings of Ed- 
mond R. Lyon. Mr. Lyon supplied musk- 
rat gauntlets and caps for the army while 
in business at 258 Fifth Avenue. 
- The hearing was before United States 
Referee Stanley W. Dexter, at 71 Broad- 
way. Mr. Lyon's petition showed liabilities 
of $30,000 and no assets. Two creditors 
objected to his discharge. in bankruptcy, 
stating their belief that his books and ac- 
counts had been destroyed or that he had 
never kept any. The objectors were Lit- 
tauer Brothers, now at 715 Broadway, New 
York City and Gloversville, N. Y¥., and 
Revillion Fréres, 13 and 15 West Twenty- 
eighth Street, this city. 

A. H. Gleason, attorney for Mr. Lyon, 
introduced many records, including corre- 
spondence between Mr, Lyon and Con- 
gressman Littauer relative to the glove con- 
tracts, notwithstanding the emphatic objec- 
tions of Paul M. Herzog, who appeared for 
Littauer Brothers. 

Mr. Lyon testified that he had certain 
large contracts with the Assistant Quarter- 
master’s Department of the United States 
Army and the United States Marine Corps 
from 1897 to 1900. He said that Littauer 
Brothers were “in with’ him on the buck- 


skin gauntilets, the muskrat gauntlets, and 
the muskrat caps, they furnishing a por- 
tion of the material. He had incurred lia- 
bilities in connection with these persons, 
he said. 
_ Letters were introduced in evidence which 
Congressman Littauer had written to Mr. 
Lyon, giving statements of the cost of cer- 
tain qualities of mat*eriais for gauntiets 
and caps, and of the condition of the ac- 
counts of the firm of. Littauer Brothers 
with Mr. Lyon. In one of these letters, 
written from Washington, Mr. Littauer 
said: “‘I have done everything I possibly 
can.to fix our arrangements so that we 
— -— the requirements of the Govern- 
ent.”’ 

References in other letters indicated that 
Congressman Littauer had been in commu- 
nication with Quartermaster Gene:§! Mar- 
shall I Ludington with relation to the 
contracts. 

Mr. Lyon declared that’ the contracts 
with the Government for gloves and caps, 
secured through him by Littauer Brothers 
while Mr. ittauer was in Congress, 
amounted to nearly $500,000, and that the 
profits of the firm were nearly $90,000. 

The statutes make it an offense for an 
officer as a representative of the United 
States to enter, directly or indirectly, into 
a contract, bargain, or agreement with any 
member of or delegate to Congress, pun- 
ishable by a fine of $3,000. 

It also provides that “‘no member of 
Congress shall, directly or indirectly, him- 
self, or by any other person, in trust for 
him, or for his use or benefit, or on his 
account, undertake, execute, hold, or en- 
joy, in whole or in part, any contract or 
a ement made or entered into, in bekalf 
of the United States.” The penalty in this 
case also is $3,000 fine. 

United States District Attorney Burnett 
said. yesterday afternoon that the matter 
of the contracts had not been brought to 
his attention officially. 

Mr. Herzog, who represented Littauer 
Brothers, declared that the introduction 
of the evidence that tended to show that 
Congressman Littauer’s firm was inter- 
ester in Government contracts was “a 
malicious trick,”’ intended to turn the ref- 
eree’s attention from the bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings. 

The close friendship between Congress- 
man Littauer and President Roosevelt adds 
to the interest in the matter. Mr. Littauer 
represents the Twenty-fifth New York Dis- 
trict, composed of Hamilton, Fulton, Mont- 
gomery, arren, and Saratoga Counties. 
He was elected to Congress from the old 
joe Coenen District in 1896, 1898, and 

By the apportionment of 1900 Represent- 
atives Littauer, Stewart, and Emerson 
were thrown into the same district, and a 
bitter Republican fight resulted. 


John A. Cole, the Platt leader in Hamil-, 


ton County, led the fight against Littauer, 
and the opposition was so strong that 
President Roosevelt was asked to take a 
hand in the contest. He intervened in fa- 
vor of Littauer ,and through Federal in- 
fluence the Fulton County man was en- 
abled to win. Stewart’s and Emerson’s 
adherents felt very bitter toward the 
President for his action. ‘ 

Mr. Littauer’s re-election to Congress was 
credited with being pleasing to the Presi- 
dent, and he at once took the closest posi- 
tion to the Executive of all the members 
of the lower house, standing much as 
Charles H. Grosvenor did to President Mc- 
Kinley. He has been the especial favorite 
at the White House of all the New York 
Representatives. President Roosevelt and 
he became fast friends in their college days 
at Harvard. 


MR. LITTAUER’S EXPLANATION. 


Declares His Firm Was Not Interested 
in Contracts and He Does Not 


Fear Publicity. 


GLOVERSVILLE, N. Y., July 1.—Con- 
gessman Lucius N. Littauer made a state- 
ment to-day upon ‘the testimony brought 
out in the bankruptcy case of Edmond R. 


Lyon in New York. It was as follows: 
“Edmond R, Yyon was for many years 
a successful bidder on United States Army 
contracts for muskrat fur caps and musk- 
rat fur gauntlet gloves. When we succeed- 
ed to the business of my father, twenty 
years ago, we continued to receive from 
Lyon orders to manufacture such gaunt- 


lets, which had been made by my father, 
and did so until Lyon’s defalcation and 


bankruptcy. 

“ About the time of the war with Spain 
the United States Army adopted for a part 
of its equipment a buckskin gauntlet. Stan- 
dard samples and first goods mage in ac- 
cordance therewith were manufactured by 


the firm of Daniel Hays & Co. of Glovers- 


ville. Mr. Lyon entered into negotiations 
with our firm for the manufacture for him 
of buckskin gauntiets, stating that he was 
a genral contractor for such articles, and 
asked us the price at which we would fur- 
nish him gauntlets according to the United 
States Standard requirements, We gave him 
the price, ‘ 

“Whenever he succeeded in getting a 
contract at such prices as he would him- 
self determine he placed orders with our 
firm to manufacture these gauntiets, giv- 
ing instructions to ship them to the arsenal 
at Philadelphia. In course of time the or- 
ders. were filled and bills for shipments 
made were delivered to Lyon at the prices 
agreed upon. 

“ Our firm had no interests in these con- 
tracts. We simply sold our goods to Lyon. 
We entered into no contract whatever with 
him prior to the receipt of the various 
contracts by him. In answer to inquiries 
we frequently gave him prices at which we 
would manufacture gauntlets.. He consult- 
ed with us regarding these prices.’ When 
he would succeed in obtaining contracts he 
would place an order with our firm, as I 
have stated, provided always be could not 
get better prices from some other manufac- 
turer, as he attempted to do. 

“We have been well aware that the 
United States Army authorities knew that 
we were the manufacturers of these gaun- 
tiets which, we sold to Lyon, to be deliy- 
ered to the Quartermaster’s Department, 
for at one time during the Spanish war 
when supplies were most needed an In- 
spector from the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment visited our factory and took full 
note of our stock of leather and our abili- 
ties to produce the gauntiets which we had 
sold to Lyon and Lyon had sold to the 
Government. 

“T reiterate that in none of our transac- 
tions with Lyon had we any other interest, 
direct or indirect, except that of manu- 

acturers, selling goods directly to him, 

We had no interest in Government con- 

/ tracts which we received. We named our 
to him, he accepted the contract 
-the Government at whatever price he

“Lyon finally became delinquent in his 
payments to our firm. When we continu- 
ally insisted upon settlement he made to us 
various statements that he had not “yet 
been able to collect his accounts from’ the 
Government. Finally he admitted to me 
that he had been paid, but that he was 
unable to pay us, ‘and that he had no as- 
sets with which to meet his accounts. 

“ At last a settlement of the account was 
reached through jan agreement between 
Mr. Cardoza, his lawyer, and our lawyer, 
ex-Judge W, N. Cohen, whereby we were 
paid a certain amount: in cash, which, it 
was claimed his family raised for him, da 
a certain amount in manufactured and un- 
manufactured furs, 

“‘T knew these matters in connection with 
Lyon would shortly be published, but paid 
no attention to the information, knowing 
well that all possible publicity could do no 
harm whatever when a straightforward 
Statement of the facts should be published. 
Moreover, I have ever insisted that Lyon 
should not be permitted to be discharged 
as\a bankrupt, and have courted all pos- 
sible publicity concerning our transactions.”’

He has been a bidder in the past for sup- | 


plying goods of this charatter and has al- 
ways met the necessary requirements.

All contracts contain the clause 
apecitying that members of Congress are 
prohibited from sharing in the contract.

GUARDSMEN TO APPEAL. 


Complaint Against Capt. Sullivan, Sixty- 
ninth Regiment, to be Carried 
to Adjutant General. 


Members of Company I of the Sixty-ninth 
Regiment, who forwarded a complaint a 
few weeks ago against their commanding 
officer, Capt. Daniel P. Sullivan, were much 
stirred up yesterday when they learned 
that their complaint had been declared un- 
worthy of further action by regimental 
headquarters. 

The members are also-now very bitter 
against First Sergt. J. J. Brown, who wag 
the first man to sign the complaint and 
who at the investigation, it is said, with- 
drew his charges against Capt. Sullivan 
after influencing other members to sign the 
complaint. The men now declare that they 


will take the case to the Adjutant General. 
The following are extracts from the official 
saat the members have against Capt. 
Sullivan: 

Ninety per cent. of the enlisted men of the 
company are thoroughly disgusted with the way 
in which Capt. Sullivan acts toward the com- 
pany, and service under him ts disagréeable. 

The Captain deducted company dues from State 
checks from camip service in direct violation of 
the law. 

The lack of discipline is very noticeable and 
men smoke while at attention. 

No proper accounting of tickets sold by the 
company for entertainments at the armory last 
drill season has been made to date. 

After some drills the Captain would bore the 
men with speeches for from ten to twerity. min- 
utes while at attention. 

Sergt. Brown, when seen, said: ‘‘ I am no 
traitor. I simply asked that my name be 
taken from the complaint against the Cap- 
tain relative to personal matters. I will 
have nothing more to do with the business 
one way or the other, except to make the 
members toe the mark when the drill sea- 
son opens.” 

The Sergeant was asked if he had not 
signed a letter to ex-Capt. Healy asking 
him if he would accept the Comtaincy if 
Sullivan resigned. The Sergeant at first 
denied that he had ever heard of Capt. 
Healy and that he did not know him, but 
later admitted that he had = or the letter 
and that he knew the Captain. 

Col. Duffy said: ‘No case was proved 
against Capt. Sullivan. Lieut, Col. Emmet, 
who conducted the investigation, gave the 
men every opportunity to state their griev- 
ances if they had any. Sergt. Brown and 
some others withdrew theirs, and those men 
who imagined they had a grievance couid 
not prove a thing.’

Julius O. Rowe of Lefayetteville, N. 
Y., came to this city yesterday, and with- 
in two hours after his arrival he had lost 
securities worth $24,000. The purpose of 
his visit was to collect and take home 
with him a lot of securities which he and 
his brother Horatio Rcwe of the same town 
had bought G@uring the last few months 
through the banking firm of Harvey Fiske 
& Sons. 

When he made his appearance in the of- 


fice of the banking firra he was taken into 
the reception room and then the securities 
were brought to him. In the bundle were 
certificates for 40 shares of Beech Creek 
Railroad stock, 20 shares cf Chicago Great 
Western, 30 shares Union Pacific preferred, 
20 shares of Chicago and Eastern Illinois 
preferred, 15 shares of Milwaukee Electric 
Railway and Light Company preferred, 20 
shares of Pressed. Steel Car preferred, 59 
shares of Western Union Telegraph, and 
2 bonds of $1,000 each of the West Shore 
and the Central of Georgia Railroads. 

Mr. Rowe reomgvec for the securities and 
had started for the door, when it occurred 
to him that for greater safety he would like 
to have them placed in an envelope. His 
request was complied with, and he at once 
started for the Grand Central Station on 
his way home. An hour later he appeared 
again at the office of the firm, looking very 
dejected and not a little excited. 

“ Well, they are gone,” he exclaimed. On 
being questioned he explained that when he 
bought his ticket he had the envelope, but 
when he was about to enter the train he 
had it not. Notice was at once sent to the 
Wall Street pranch of the Detective Bureau,

“In behalf of the defendant corpora- 
tion, and in behalf of its Reorganization 
Committee, which, through courtesy has 
been represented here before your honor, I 
will say we have no suggestion to make 
nor any one to recommend for the receiv- 
ership, and that while we protest and 
have protested against the appointment of 
any receiver at all, we feel confident that 
the court will make the proper selection.”’ 

Mr. Woolman followed with his ideas as 
to what the receiver should be, and said 
he felt positive that the proper man could 
inake a solvent corporation out of the 
Ship Trust, which the court had declared 
as insolvent. 

lie aiso asked that the court name the 
man, and said there were no suggestions 
or recommendations from his. side. 

In beginning his announcement Judge 
Kirkpatrick said: ‘‘Under this decree the 
receiver, let it be understood, will atethe 
outset have no control.of the management 
of the subsidiary companies. That has 
been eliminated in the draft. He will sim- 
sly manage the shipbuilding corporation. 
The position will require a man of execu- 
tive ability, with standing in the commu- 
nity and before the officers of the subsidi- 
ary companies. One of his duties, perhaps, 
will be to confer with these men and to ask 
their aid in assisting him to extricate this 
corporation from its present state of in- 
solvency. 

“IT have had many suggestions made to 
me as to whom I should appoint. 

= have concluded, however, to name 
James Smith, Jr., of Newark as the re- 
ceiver, and will now insert his name in the 
decree, which I wil] now sign.”’ 

Mr. Lindabury interrupted and asked 
the court whether in his remarks he meant 
that the receiver should not look into the 
conditions of the subsidiary companies. 
“If your Honor please, these -companies 
may be nothing but bare agencies of this 
giant corporation.” 

The court answered in the negative and 
explained that the receiver's duties con- 
sisted in his investigation into such mat- 
ters and the reference gf them to the 
court, 

The decree in the usual form pfovides 
that the receiver shall take charge of “ all 
lands, tenements, and hereditaments of the 
defendants and of all its real and persona) 
property, business, shares of stock, rights, 
assets, and effects of whateoever kind and 
nature and wherever the same may be sit- 
uated, including also the buildings, plants, 
machinery, tools, merchandise, bills and ac- 
counts receivable, cavh in hand and in 
bank, all interests ard equities in the 
shares of stocks and assets of other cor- 
porations, and ali its contracts, rights, and 
choses in action and other corporate rights, 
tolls, franchises, its income, and profits," 

One clause, the discussion of which took 
up some. time yesterday afternoon with 
counsel, was that authorizing the receiver 
to hold and control and operate “as the de- 
fendant corporation holas and controls or 
operates under lease, contract, arrange- 
ment, or otherwise, or hoc heretofore run 
or operated.”’ 

Mr, Woolman-and his associate, Samuel 
Untermyer, argued that the receiver should 
have more direct control over the subsidi- 
ary ‘companies, but the court decided that 
the receiver could only exercise such con- 
trol as the leases or stock of the defendant 
now give him. 


Mr. Untermyer, after commending the re- 
ceivership and the appointment of ex-Sen- 
ator Smith, said late yesterday afternoon 
that he did not consider a foreclosure of 
the first mortgage as in any sense neces- 
sary or inevitable; he believed it would be 
»srevented. It could be shown that the Ship- 
ullding Company was earning more than 
enough to pay the interest on its bonds and 

the Bethlehem Steel Company was 
withholding surplus profits which ought 
also to be applied to the purposes of the 
Shipbuilding Company and which he be- 
lieved would shortly be so applied to pre- 
vent foreclosure. 

The Board of Directors of the Shipbuild- 
ing Company held three adjourned meet- 
ings yesterday, at 11 A.M...

NEEDS OF HOUSE OF REFUGE. 


Alexander E. Orr, President of the Board 
of Trustees of the House of Refuge on Ran- 


dall’s Island, yesterday declared that if the 


State would not give the institution the 
money that is badly needed, it would be 
necessary to stop operations, and that the 
property which constitutes the home and is 
now owned by a private corporation, would 
revert to the city. 

Mr. Orr cited the ruling of the Corpora- 


tion Counsel that the institution could not 
be given to the State, because as soon as 
the institution ceased to be held by a pri- 
vate corporation the city could step in_and 
take the property. The charter has been 
amended, making the Governor, Attorney 
General, and State Controller officers ex 
officio of the institution, and Mr. Orr said 
that the institution had been made as 
nearly a State institution as it was possible 
to make it. , 

“We have inférmed the State of our dif- 
ficulty at different times,” said Mr. Orr, 
‘but in spite of all these facts which go to 
make the institution-essentially a State in- 
stitution, the State has A sapere hesi- 
tated to grant a reasonable appropriation 
for the maintenance of the property.” 

Replying to Goy, Odell’s letter of Mon- 
day, Mr. Orr wrote to the Governor yes- 
terday, saying that he would make an in- 
vestigation of the institution and report to 
him. This would be done right away, he 
said, and he hoped to place the facts as to 
the institution’s condition in his hands very 
£00n. F 


NO AWARD TO C. L. SPIER. 


In the account published yesterday of 
the decision against Charles L. Hyde and 
William R. Garrison in the action brought 
by Charles L. Spier to recover a share of 
the profits in a new typesetting machine, 
the inference was possible that Mr. Spier 
had recovered a verdict for $150,000 before 
Justice O'Gorman of the Supreme Court. 
That was not the case, no judgment for 
that or any other amount having been ren- 
dered against Messrs. Hyde and Garrison. 

Justice O’Gorman simply decided that 
there should be an pocwencaas poten a ref- 
eree to determine the amount to which Mr.

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City Appropriations for Many Pur- 
poses Passed, 


Blackweil’s Island Bridge Gets $3,860, | 


000 and Williamsburg Bridge $1,550,- 
000—Croton Dam Track Change 
Approved. 


Appropriations in excess of $8,000,000 
Were passed upon yesterday by the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment. which, be- 
ginning yesterday, meets now on Wednes- 
days, instead of Fridays. This change in 
the date of meeting is to hold good until 
September, in order to meet the. wishes of 
some of the members and for their conve- 
nienee during the Summer months, 

Chief among the appropriations ordered 
Was one of $3,860,000 for the Blackwell's 
Island Bridge; one of $1,550,000. for the 
Williamsburg Bridge, and $800,000 appro- 
priated at the request of Borough Presi- 
dent Cantor for the construction of the 
extension of Riverside Drive from One 
Hundred and Thirty-fifth Street up to and 


including One Hundred and Fifty-fifth 


Street, Favorable action also was taken on 
Mr, Cantor's request for $638,000 to acquire 
sites and construct public baths in Man- 


hattan. : 

Other appropriations of note included 
$454,000 for building purposes of the Brook- 
lyn Institute of Arts and Sciences, $155,- 
000 for baths and bath sites in the Bronx. 
and $400,000 for the Department of Public 
Charities. Many other items were approved 
and expenses authorized.. Park Commis- 
sioner Eustis of the Bronx got his allow- 
ance of $100,000 for park purposes in his 
borough, after having his former appro- 
priation defeated in the Board of Alder- 
men. This time the appropriation will not 
have to pass the Board of Aldermen, as 
the money is authorized to be raised under 
Section 169 of the charter, which authorizes 
the issue up to $500,000 onthe sole author- 
ity of the board. issues of stock to the 
amount of $175,000 for the Zoological Gar- 
dens and of $100,000 for the Botanical Gar- 
dens also were authorized. 

President Haffen of the Bronx, in addition 
to getting his $155,000 for baths, obtained 
g280, for the sheet aapees paving of Je- 
rome Avenue, from One mindset. 82 Sixty- 
second Street to King’s Bridge Road, a dis- 
tance o fthree and one-half miles. This ac- 
tion long had been urged by the bicyclists 
an dautomobilista.,. The bath money is to be 
used to construet three baths, one to be a 
permanent all-year-round affair, at Elton 
Avenue, on the block between One’ Hundred 
and Fifty-second and One Hundred and 
Fifty-third Streets. 

During the day the board authorized the 
condemnation of land for the new Bellevue 
Hospital, This is to take in the block be- 
tween First Avenue and East River, Twen- 
ty-eighth and Twenty-ninth Streets. Com- 
missioner Monroe's appeal for $1,400,000 for 
the improvement and maintenance of the 
Brooklyn Water Department was heard, 
and the matter laid over for a week. The 
lans of President Cromwell of Richmond 
orough, for a jail for sentenced prison- 
ers on Staten Island, were put over to allow 
the Corporation Counsel to pass upon the 
legality of transferring prisoners sentenced 
to the penitentiary from, one county to an- 
other. Police Commissioner Greene's re- 
quest for $248,000 for an increase in the 
number of eants and Roundsmen in the 
department, also was laid over for two 
weeks on the motion of Controller Grout, 
whe doubted the power of the board to act 
in the matter. 

Commissioner Redfield. representing Bor- 
ough President Swanstrom of Brooklyn 
asked for $1,000,000 for a new municipal 
building, £ .00U for a court house on Gates 
Avenue, $211,000 for two public baths. in 
the Greenpoint and Navy Yard sections of 
Brooklyn, and $250,000 for relief sewers in 
that borough. He got the money for the 
new court and for the baths. The other 
demands were sent to the Centroller for in- 
vestigation. 

When the financial calendar was com- 
pleted the poard took up the report of the 
Aqueduct Commission on thc application of 
the New -York Centra! for increased com- 
pensation for moving its tracks from the 

resent location to a viaduct across the 

“roton Dam. The Aqueduct Commission, 
reporting in favor of the railroad com- 
pany’s cures of $475,006, sald the work 
should be begun at ome and on Mayor 
Low’s motion the board approved the re- 
port and authorized the commission to 
make a contract zor the work with the 
railroad company. 


PLAN TO SPLIT VENEZUELA. 


Revolutionary Party Would Establish 
an Independent Republic. 


Gen. Lino Duarte Level, Secretary Gen- 
eral of the Matos revolution in Venezuela, 
arrived in this city yesterday from Cura- 
cao. He formerly was Governor of Carac- 


as, and was Secretary General of Presi- 


dent Guzman Blanco, 

Although the General's connection with 
the rebellion ceased with the resignation 
from the leadership by Gen. Matos, he said 
yesteracy that the insurrection against 
President Castro would continue. 

Gen. Level says that Gens. Salignac 
Reira, and Penaloza, who accompani 
Gen, Matos to Curacao, intend to return 
soon to their respective commands, Matos 
will go to Colombia. 

The revolutionary chiefs mentioned are 
ready to recognize Gen. Nicolas Rolando, 
who commands e rebels in the east, as 


the future leade 
From Trinidad’ comes the announcement 


of a meeting held there by several of the 
revolutionary leaders of the east who 
elected Gen. Rolando as the successor of 


Matos. 

It was also decided to endeavor to effect 
the establishment of a new republic in the 
eastern part of the country, to be independ- 
ent of the Caracas Government, and to 
comprise the States of Guayana, Cumana, 
Miranda, and Barcelona, to be known as 
the Guayana Republic, of which it is prob- 
able Gen. Rolando will be made President. 


Most of this section is now in the control 
of the rebels. A syndicate of Englishmen 
in Trinidad is said to be behind this plan. 


~ LEGAL NOTES. 


PusHED FROM TRAIN BY BRAKEMAN.—The 
Supreme Judicial Court of Massachusetts 
has held, in\ the case of McKeon vs, New 


York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad 


Company (6% Northeastern Reporter 329,) 
that a brakeman on a passenger train has 
authority to remove from the platform one 
who is stealing a ride, so that, if he wan- 
tonly and recklessly pushed him from the 
train while it was going at a dangerous 


rate of speed, the railroad company is li- 
able for the injury, The court said in part: 


“The proximate cause of the plaintiff's 
injury was the act of the brakéman in 
pushing him off while the train was in 
motion, and therefore, although the acci- 


dent would not have happened if the plain- 
tiff had ‘hot attempted to steal a ride; that 
fact did not contribute, except remotely, 
to the injury, and had no tendency to show 
that the plaintiff was not at the time of 
the accident in the exercise of due care. 
He was wrongfully on the platform, but 
he would have escaped without injury, save 
for the act of the brakeman. Due care 
has regard to the actual situation in which 
the party is at the ttme of the alleged 
injury. Phe fact that he is a trespasser 
does not, of itself, show that at the mo- 
ment of the injury..he is not or may. not 
be in the exercise of due care.’ The court 
also said that the rules of the company 
showed that brakemen were required to 
look after the safety and comfort of pas- 
sengers, to protect the company’s prop- 
erty, and to see that fares were not evaded. 
“And while the brakeman in question,” 
continued the court, “ was not in any just 
sense a conductor, or even a sub-conductor, 
we think that the jury were warranted in 
finding, as they must have found, under 
the instruction of the court, that it was 
within the scope of his authority to remove 
the plaintiff, in a lawful manner, from the 
platform, if he was there for the purpose 
of evading his fare.” ~
